of monarchy, he expressed himself as 
follows: "Gentlemen, tho best of all 
monaichles is tho ono where tho King 
is felt everywhere without being ob- 
served."

CONCERNING SPIDERS. 


Why They May De Called tho Tyrants and 


Assassins of the Garden. 


Spiders are tho most murderous ani- 


mals in creation. They have nets and 
traps, caves, fangs, hooks and poison, 
bags—all tho paraphernalia, in fact, 
of robbers and assassins. 
When a 


spider attacks a hapless ily ho plunges 
his two horrid fangs downward into it, 
pouring out his poison into tho wound, 
whereby ho soon kills his miserable 
victim 
That this poison Is a powei- 


ful aoid is proved by its power of tuin- 
ing litmus paper red for a considerable 
distance round tho place struck 
Tho 


fangs shut up like the blade of a knife 
Into its cnso when not used orloquiroil, 
and 
open 
and 
oroot 
themselves 


when tho creature is saving and 
wants 
to 
use 
them 
His eight 


eyes aro like globes of 
polished 


diamond, and curiously follow the ne- 
cessities of his situation. 
Whon tho 


cioature lives at tho end of long tubes 
or underground, they aro chisleicd 
forward on his forhoad, for then ho 
not only wants to look straight bcfoio 
him, but to look before him intentlj, 
when ho lives in short tubes, termi- 
nated by a large web exposed to tho 
open air, they aro moie separated, 
and give him a wider range, when he 
Ihcs in tho center of an open uebthr-y 
are moro divergent still, and set in 
slight prominences so as to have a 
freer axis; and when ho is of tho wan- 
dering tribe, they aio scattoied so that 
ho can see every way and all round at 
onco. 
The nocturnal species have no 


dark pigment like the rest, but have, 
instead, a curtain which reflects a 
brilliant motalie cluster, so that their 
eyes shine like cat's eyes m tho d-ufc. 


Spider's webs are made of two kinds 


of silk; tho one forming the cables and 
radii, simple and innocuous, the other 
forming the concentric 
or special 


threads, closely studded with minute 
globules of fluid-like small drops of 
dew. 
These globules are intensely 


viscid, and by them alone is retained 
tho fly, and oven the bee. the gnat, and 
the pretty little moth. A fat old spider, 
basking half asleep in tho middle of 
his treacherous net, yet never so asleep 
as not to be on the alert if but the wind 
shakes its moorings too roughly, is 
more like ono of Banyan's giants than 
any thing else; he ia the tyrant of tho 
garden, tho butcher, the assassin, tho 
oppressor of the weak, the wily cir- 
cumventer of the strong. He gives no- 
quarter, and deserves none, for after 
he has gorged himself with the fat of 
his thousands, he haply falls a prey to 
some tyrant over him, and so the 
whole circle is complete, from the 
center to tho circumference.—Pkila* 
delphia Call.

He also read a compari- 
son of wages paid m tho old countries 
and m America, showing conclusively 
that it is utterly impossible for our labor- 
ing classes to compete with tho pauper 
labor of Europe—men who work for a 
pittance to keep life m their bodies. Why 
not look to our own interests' You 
can't get an American hog into Germany 
She has a protective tariff and so havo 
England and France, Cleveland recom- 
mends that we shall do the bidding of 
England—adopt free trade just to give 
her a market We will not do that (Ap- 
plause) No Irishman who has taken the 
oath of allegiance in America and recalls 
the suftonngs and privations ot his conn- 
tiymen m Ireland ought to vote the Brit- 
ish ticket The concluding portion of the 
extemporaneous addiess was an appeal 
to all who favor American prosperity to 
vote for Harrison and Moiton, tho 
speaker being enthusiastically cheered as 
he took his seat

.onco of tho genuineness of tho golosh 
was a few stories told of it by the 
newspapers.

o Europe, and described how tho 
itormiest waters became still when tho 
golosh embarked upon them, and how 
roops of the "wildest animals sur- 
rounded the horse which carried it 
daring the overland journey, reverent- 
y guarding and escorting it certain 
listances.

"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets Bcems coming to nn end, :\nd newspapers like the Naa York Sun nml Tun 


CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the rjcriod, The papers that give enough reading maiu-r 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have some other employment f'.r 
their time than the search, through mountains of straw for kernelsi of news. The sheets that give the news systematically 
and amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it.

CONCERNING' SPIDERS, 


Why They May He Called the Tyrants and 


Assassins of tho Garden. 


Spiders are tho most murderous ani- 


mals In creation. They have nets and 
raps, caves, fangs, hooks and poison. 
>ags—all the paraphernalia, in fact, 
if robbers and assassins. When a 
ipider attacks (v hapless fly ho plunges 
ils two horrid fangs downward into it, 
louring out his poison Into tho wound, 
vhoreby ho soon kills his miserable 
victim. That this poison is a power- 
!ul acid is proved by its powor of turn- 
ng litmus paper red for a considerable 
distance round tho place struck. Tho 
fangs shut up like the blade of a knife 
nto its case when not used or required, 
and 
open 
and 
erect 
themselves 


when tho creature is saving and 
ivnnts 
to 
use 
thorn. 
His eight 


eyes are like globes of 
polished 


diamond, and curiously follow the ne- 
cessities of his situation. When tho 
creature lives at the end of long tubas 
or underground, they aro clustered 
'orward on his forhead, for then he 
not only wants to look straight before 
lira, but to look before him intently; 
when ho lives in short tnboR, termi- 
nated by a large web exposed to the 
open air, they aro: more separated, 
and give him a wider range; when he 
ives in tho center of an open web they 
are more divergent still, and set in 
slight prominences so as to have a 
'reer axis; and when ho is of tho wan- 
dering tribe, they are scattered ao that 
10 can see ovory way and all round at 
once. The nocturnal species havo no 
dark pigment like tho rest, but have, 
nstoad, a curtain which reflects a 
jrilltant motalic cluster, so that their 
eyes shine liko cat's eyes in the dark. 


Spider's webs are made of two kinds 


of silk; tho ono forming tho cables aud 
radii, simple and innocuous, tho other 
!orming tho concentric 
or special 


threads, closely studded with ralnuto 
jlobules of fluid-like small drops of 
dow. 
These globules are intensely 


viscid, and by them alone is retained 
she fly, and oven the bee. tho gnat, and 
tho pretty littlo moth. A fat old spider, 
masking half asleep in tho middle of 
lis treacherous not, yet never so asleep 
ne not to be on the alert if but tho wind 
shakes its moorings too roughly, is 
more like one of Banyan's giants than 
any thing else; he is the tyrant of the 
jarden, tho butcher, tho assassin, tho 
oppressor of tho weak, the wily cir- 
cumventer of the strong. 
He gives no 


quarter, and deserves none, for after 
ho has gorged himself with tho fat of 
Ms thousands, he haply falls a prey to 
some tyrant over him, and so the 
whole circle is complete, from the 
center to the circumference.—PAita- 
dclphia Call.

" The era of cumbrous blanket sheets seems coming to an i nd, and newspapers like tfie New Yori lam nn I Tun 


CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading matter 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor vrth many people who have some other cmploym nt for 
their time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. The sheets that give the news system itically 
.and amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cities " 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly, many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.
